The Dtmbar Furnace Company is nr^ 
parl ig to open up the Freeport vein 
on (he Mt. Bradi'iick farm. They are 
alretifly mining this coal from under 
the hills between Dunbar 
and tho 


You-n'tiioghony river near ConuolUvtllc, 
and are coking it In their Semet-Solvay 
ovei s. It makes an excellent grade o( 
coki , good enough for use in. the Dun- 
bar furnaces. 


Frederick C. Keighley, who is an an- 


thoilty on coal and mining matters, 
dec'.ares of thr- Freeport coal tiiat 
"wlihln twenty-live years the mining 
and manufacturing interesis will have 
to depend upon it entirely i'or coal and 
cokn supplies." The Freeport vein lies 
sou-.o sixty feel below the PlUsburg 
veil , and covers a much greater area 
than the latter. Much of the Frecporl 
veir compares favorably with'tho Pitts- 
bur; seam, but it is harder to work. 
The principal fault is the presence ot 
i-ibi of slate and stony bone.

To Ttiakc tho highest grado of coke, the 
coa. should be washed. Tho cost of 
miring it and making it into coke will, 
the -efore. bo expensive compared with 
the costs ot Counollsvillc coke produc- 
tlor ; but, even with these disadvan- 
tag-s, it Is evident that tho Ficeport 
coal is the coal ot tho future for coking- 
purposes, and the Connellsvlllo region 
lias lots o£ It.
